DEVELOPMENT ACT,” PROVIDING FOR AUTHORIZATION TO 
EXPEND TOURIST DEVELOPMENT TAX REVENUES FOR 
PLANNING AND DESIGN COSTS OF A CONVENTION CENTER 
PRIOR TO THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS; PROVIDING FOR 
EXPENDITURES OF TAX REVENUE FOR A VISITORS

WHEREAS, Ordinance No. 95-30, the Tourist Development Ordinance of Palm Beach 


County, hereinafter “Ordinance”; levied four (4) percent Tourist Development tax for certain 


. permissible uses set forth in Section 125.0104, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the permissible uses of the Tourist Development Tax revenues as set forth 
in Ordinance No. 95-30 include the payment of the debt service on bonds issued to finance the 
construction, reconstruction or renovation of a convention center pursuant to §125.0104(3)(I.)(2), 


Florida Statutes; and

WHEREAS, Section 125.0104(3)(1.)(2), Florida Statutes, has been amended to include 


authorization for the payment of design and planning costs for a convention center prior to the 


issuance of bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the County wishes to amend the Code to permit tax revenues to be used for 


these Convention Center costs; and > 
WHEREAS, Ordinance 95-30 authorized the use of tax revenues to be expended for the 


construction and operation of a Tourist Information Center in Fiscal Year 1994-95 and 1995-96; 


and 
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WHEREAS, the County now wishes to continue expending tax revenues on the Center 


for future years and to amend the Code to provide for such expenditures; and 


WHEREAS, the Tourist Development Council has reviewed the proposed changes to the 


i Tourist Development Plan and has recommended the Code be amended to include such 


f changes; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners hereby finds that these additional uses 


of Tourist Development Tax revenue will advance, further, and promote Palm Beach County 


tourism. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Section1. Subsection (d,) Use of Additional one (1) percent Tax of Section 17- 


116, Tourist Development Plan, of the Code of Laws and Ordinances Relating to Palm Beach 


County Government shall be amended to read as follows: 


(d.) Use of Additional One (1) Percent Tax. The additional one (1) percent tax effective 
January 1, 1994, shall be used to pay: 


(1) The debt service on bonds issued to finance the construction, 
reconstruction, or renovation of professional sports franchise facilities and 
to pay the planning and design costs of said facilities incurred prior to the 
issuance of such bonds. 


(2) The debt service on bonds issued to finance the construction, 
reconstruction, or renovation of a convention center, and to pay the 


planning and design costs incurred prior to the ¡AUS Y au DOT 


A Tourist Development Plan for professional sports franchise facilifes and/or a convention 


center must be approved by resolution ofthe Board for the purpose of advancing, promoting, and 


furthering County tourism. The facilities and/or convention center identified in the plan(s) to 


benefit from the levy of the additional one (1) percent tax may be amended by resolution of the 


Board. This additional levy shall automatically expire upon the retirement of all bonds issued to 
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pay the debt service for the financing of professional sports franchise facilities and/or the 


= convention center. 


Section 2. Subsection (e.) Tourist Information Center of Section 17-116, Tourist

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such holding shall not affect 


the remainder of this Ordinance.

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws 
and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to
